larg volume, but the Spirit of the Lord ( who hath made men 
wiſe tn this Generation ) leads me briefly to hint of ſome of 
the fruics of the old ſpirir of perſecution,in this ſpecial War 
rant to all ſorts of people in Chriſtendom, ſo called, who up- 
on conſideration with the Light of Chriſt in cneirCeonſciences, 
may ſee thofe things to be true,&rthat ſo muchthe more plain- 
ly, becauſe the Lord inthe largneſs of his love hath ſpoken ſo 
plainly, and called unto man fo often in this age by his Spiric, 
through many of his choſen veſſels, who have {uffered Jeep! 
hy all the Powers that have born rule , ever finte we dep2r- 
ted from evil, and by ihe _ of the ſpirit (rhroueh the 
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Lords choſen veſlets ) have. many minds beentarned from 
da: kneſs ro 112ht in their own Conlciences, which hath made. 
this Generation wiſer thanmany Generations heretofore in- 
the Apcſtacy ;beſides the greatand marvelous works thar God: 
hath brought co paſs in the ſighr of rhis Generation of men,in-- 
overturning, and changing, and converting thouſands from - 
dx kneſs to lizht,and from evil ro good,and from envy to true 
love;befides the overtu:ning, of Govyernours and Goverments 
and Armies, and that at the laſt,wichour fighting or ſhedding - 
of blood, which is enough to awaken this Generation, into a - 
conſideration of things paſt,preſent, and to come, And thus 
did the old Serpent work before the days of Chrilt's coming 
in: the fleſh, to end the Jews worſhip in out-fide- 
things, and their Law;. and.to ſer up the everlaſting worſhip 
of God in the Spirit... 

And now take notice, how the old Dragon got-inamong the 
Jsws, who had Moſes and the Prophets writings, who had - 
been great ſufferers, and who had known by writings how - 
their fore-fathers were ſcattered, and led into Babilon, afrer 
God by a mighty hand had brought them through” the Red 
Sea and Wilderneſs ; and theſe profeſſing Jews iaid, if they. 
had been inthe days of their fathers, they would not have 
perſecuted the Prophets; bur Fhile they were intheir Zeal , . 
worſhipping in ourward things,the envious ſpirit of perſecu- 
cion got into them,and blinded their minde,and hardned their 
Mearts ; and in thoſe days, this ſpirit.of envy and murther and 
perſecurion,began to work in Herod againſt Chriſt,for-he ſent 
forth, and ſlew-all the male children in Bethlehem, and in all 
the coaſts thereof,chinking to defiroy Chriſt,(AGF1 3.) And* 
afrer John was beheaded : And ſee what the ſpirit brought 
Herod to at the laſtyhe was eaten with Worms : And becauſe 
the Envious- Jews did- not look for the Meſſhah or Chrift to 
come in ſo lowa degree, as to bz born in Bethlehem,and laid 
in a Manger, they knew- him not : -And although their fore- 
fathers had ſuffered perſecution and great affliction, and they 
had ſaid they would not have perſecuted the Prophets,whoſe 
words they had, which propheſied of Chriſt, who wroughr 
wonders and miracles among them, yer they pate the 

rince. _ 
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Prince of life ; and theſe were they that worſhipped in Tem» 
ples and Synagogues together with their Prieſts and Rulers, 

that were ſtirred up by chis perſeeuting ſpirit, moſtly through 

the Chief Prieſts, againſt Chritt and his Diſcipyes, Who Went 

up and dowa preaching the truth,and doing good, and wrong - 
*Ing no man z yer they c:yed v2hemently, Let him be Crucificd: 
AnJ as they Crucifed Ch:ilt, ſo they perſecuted his Diſct- 
ples, and put many of th2m to derh, and provok:d the:Lord 
a21in!t them, uncil he gave them up to be ſcatrered, and to b2 
a hiſſing to all the Nations, 15 the natural ſeed of choſe Jews 
are at this day,fo were they blinded and hardned,and then bz- 
rrayed to utter ru-ne, as the perſecutors had bzen bzfore by 
the old Serpent,the ſpi;1t of envy and perſecution; and then 
when he had done his worſt againt Chrilt and Chriſtians, 18 
and chrough the Heathen, J:ws,Rulers,Priefts and pzople of 
all ſorts, then he got in amopgſt them thar were called Chri- 
ſtians, that did nor watch in the Light, and low meekneſs of 
ſpirir, which were ſuch as had the Shzeps cloathing, bur in- 
- wardly were ravening Wolyers,the ravening,walvith,dogeith, 
envious (piric of perſecution m1de them (o, and ſuch in that 
- nature had a form of godline(s, but denyed the pewzr there- 
of, and from ſuch che crue Chrifttans were to turn aw1y, who 

.wer2 in the meek Spirit, and harmleſſe innocent nacure of 
-Chrilt,chat kept them always ready to do go0od,and to receive 
wrong,rather than to do any wrong,to Jew,or Gentile,or thz 
fxlſe Brethrey, thar were falſe like the Jews ; and then this 
envious perſecuting ſpi:it led che deceivers that came to the 
S1ints in Sheeps cloathing,bur inwardly were rayeningWolvs, 
out into the world, and they that were of the world wen: afrer 

them into a profeſſion of Chrift,1nd yet of the worlds na: ure, 

and they got a form of godlineſs,bur denyed thz power there- 
of, and from ſuch the Saints were to turn away, avd ſo there 

was a difference 1n the nature of them thar profeſſed Chriit ,

called Ch:iftians, who hath done or fulfilled the luſts of rhe 
Ola Dragen, from whence all theſe Wars ard Jars, and kilr 
ling one another about Religion and Service, did firſt ariſe in 
this long Night of Apoltacy, which Chr: 1lt, the true Pre» 
phet, faid thould core, wnerein no man ſhovld work,

And now take notice how this great enemy hath wrought 
tn this Age in which we live, afrer that it pleaſed God to er.- 
lighten mens urde;itandirgs fomwhat more than in ſome A- 
oes palt, and to awaken the Ceniciences of ſome to ſeek at-

And oh what a work nath b2en within this 20 years, which

2n more of the good wo: ds and fair Speeches, whereby they 
ſo 11.uch the more deceived the hzarrs of the limple? And oh 
how lovly were the Reformed Miniltry and people! and 
how did they crow over others that did not reform, while 
they hada dunghil to ſtand upen ? and then what hunting 
was there among the beſt refo:med Maſters for great Bzne- 
fices, and ſomtimes laying tio or three little ones together, 
and then they mounted into the chief Seats in thetr Temples 
ca 12d Chuicies, and there they.c:yed againſt the Church 
of Rome, and againlt the Commcon-Prayer, and O-gans, and 
Singing Boyes, and the like,and yet would take Tythes,which 
was the Romiſh wages and hire, althovgh they refuſed to do 
th : Ronaifh Service ; and ſo that hath (tood, notwithlianding 
th2ir changing ; and that was not enough to ſerve ſome, bur
